A review of the six assembly 
districts of San~Francisco showed 
that Stevenson captured three and 
Eisenhower three. The 20th, 23rd, 
and 24th Assembly Districts went 
Stevenson by substantial margins. 
The Democratic candidate, for ex- 
ample, whipped Eisenhower in the 
23rd Assembly District by more 
than 12,000 votes. 

However, the GOP candidate 
won by more than’ 19,000 votes in 
the 21st District, a traditional “silk- 
stocking” stronghold. 

Fifidings in the San Francisco 
review were typical of samplings 
in Alameda, Los Angeles, and Con- 
tra Costa Counties. 

A summary of state AFL en- 
dorsements shows the following:

the result of an extensive research Washington (LPA)—The people 

who are Spending $100 million this 
year on chlorophyll products are 
throwing their money away, ac- 
cording to Bruce Blivin, writing 
in the New Republic, Nov. 10. 

Chlorophyll is not a miracle de- 
odorant, and is in fact not a 
deodorant at all; Blivin poitits out. 
The only fact on which science is 
agreed is that almost pure chloro- 
phyll, applied to 4 chronic, fester- 
ing wound, has a deodorizing 
effects. 

He quotes a scientist as saying 
that, taken internally, chlorophyll 
fould not affect the odor of onion, 
garlic or alcohol on the breath, 
which comes out of the lungs; or 
of perspiration, which comes out 
through the skin. 

Even if pure chlorophyll had the 
deodorizing effect claimed, there is 
not enough of it in commercial 
products to make a_ difference, 
Bliven says. It costs about $100 
a pound, and therefore a .tooth 
paste, for instance, could not have 
much of such an expensive ingre- 
dient. Analysis, he says, shows 
several dentifrices have one per 
cent or less, and some commercial 
products have just enou&h for col- 
oring.

Patients may have difficulty 
paying their bills, but doctors 
are prospering.

BILLION IN MEDICAL DEBTS 

_A table showed that 10.2 million 
families have such bills; that 1.2 
million owe $200 or more and that 
200,000 owe more than $1000 for 
meeded health care. The total of 
such debts, the magazine declares, 
exceeds $1 billion. 

This takes no acocunt of the peo- 
ple who go without needed medi- 
cal treatment because they know 
they can’t pay for it; nor, as the 
article points out, of savings spent, 
money borrowed from banks or 
-other lenders to meet hospital 
costs, “which usually must be paid 
in ‘Advance,” or of funds provided 
by various insurance plans,

Aid for medical education also is 
cited as a major problem. to. be 
faced by the next. President, This 
has been fought by the “Doctors’

British Tory Govt. 
Introduces Bill to 
Denationalize Steel 


London (LPA)—The British Con- 
servative Government introduced 
into Parliament a bill to den&- 
tionalize the steel industry, start- 
ing next Spring, but the official 
party paper said complete transfer 
of the industry to private hands is 
expected to take “some years.” 

‘The Tories hope to*have the bill 
passed by Easter, but the Laborite 
Party, which nationalized steel in 
1949, is @éxpectéd to wage 4 stiff 
fight-when the bill comes up in 
the House of Commons. 

But even-after steel has been 
returned to private industry, the 
government will exercise . certain 
contrels. A permanent iron and 
steel board will besset up to fix 
maximum selling prices, arrange’ 
for additior&l works deemed nec- 
essary in the national intérest and 
restrain companies from embark- 
ing on projects which would “prej- 
udice efficient and economical de- 
velopment. of the industry.” 

.The Laborites, who paid for the 
steel plants when they were na- 
tionalized, have already said they 
will take the plants over again 
‘without further payment if they: 
get back into power.

Firms Favor 


Care of Brass, 
Snub Workers 


Chicago.—Four hundred corpo- 
rations provide medical care for 
their executives, Robert P. Vande- 
poel, financial editor of the Chi- 
cago Sun-Times, reported. 

“If management finds it’s advan- 
tageous to give free: medical serv- 
ices to the top brass,” Vanderpoel 
wrote, “it is hardly. surprising that 
workers with incomes too 
much above subsistence levels 
should insist that they need protec- 
tion against the exigencies of \ex- 
traordinary medical costs.” 
SOUND REASONING 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, former edi- 
tor of the Jornal of the American 
Medical Asséciation and a leading 
opponent of national héalth insur- 
ance, said that whether medical 
aid plans for éxecutives are paid 
for by thé executive or by his com- 
pany is not important. 

Vanderpoel. said, “This is very 
well from the executives’ point of 
view, but examine the whole idea 
through the eyes of the worker. Is 
he so expendable that his health

Many Women 
Work in Calif. 


More women were at work in 
manufacturing plants in California 
in August than at any previous 
time since World War II, accord- 
ing to the state’s Dept. of Indus- 
trial Relations. On the basis of a 
report recently released by the 
Division of Labor Statistics and 
Research, most of the gain in 
women workers occurred since the 
Korean outbreak and is concen- 
trated in durable goods manufac- 
turing industries. 

Women workers. in manufactur- 
ing industries numbered 270,600 in 
August 1952, which was 65,100 
more than in August of two years 
ago. Of this gain, 58,000 was in 
heavy goods industries. Aircraft 
plants alone added. 33,900 women 
to their payrolls, and electrical 
equipment manufacturers 10,400. 

Women’ were hited by durable 
goods manufacturing concerns at 
a faster rate than men. As a Yré- 
sult women now comprise 19 of 
every 100 employees in the heavy 
goods industries, compared with 14 
per 100 employed in August 1950. 

In electric equipment manufac- 
turing establishments, women now 
represent 35 per cent of the work 
force, and in aircraft plants they 
constitute approximately 25. per 
cent of the work force.

What is a sinus? 

Sinus trouble originates from the 
air cavities in the skull that com- 
municate with the nose. These air- 
containing cavities are lined with 
mucous membranes just as is the 
nose. Through fine passages they 
are connected with the nose. 
Through these passages they be- 
come infected—one of the ugliest 
complications of a head cold and 
}One which will mean absenteeism 
also in workers who hate to stay 
home, 

The common cold is the greatest 
single source of absenteeism in all 
occupations and in all branches of 
industry. A head cold, a nasal 
catarrh, a grippe infection are 
often accompanied by sinusitis. 
Bacteria are present in the nasal 
cavity at all times. When the re- 
sistance of the body has lessened 
under a chill or a cold, an infec- 


: 


tion of the mucous membranes may 
develop and process to one or more 
sinuses, Some people have the mis- 
taken notion they should irrigate 
their nose with warm water or 
with water with an added disin- 
fectant when their nose is stuffed 
by a cold. This is poor treatment 
of the nose and may well produce 
sinusitis. 
People are particularly suscepti- 
ble to colds if they have a chronic 
catarrh of the nose. Extensive in- 
vestigations among factory workers 
showed that there is a close con- 
nection between nasal. infections 
and susceptibility to cold. 
PREVENTING COLDS

to four days a year, due to simple 
colds, without complications sugh 
as sinus trouble.

world epidemic in 1918 when more 


| people died frem influenza than in 
the four years of World War L 
In former times medical circles 
in a single influenza- 
bacillus, discovered by the German 
bacteriologist Richard Pfeiffer. To- 
day we know that there are sev- 
eral kinds of germs or virus con- 
nected with influénza. 

Today when we talk about in- 
fluenza, we do not have in mind 
that dangerous form of 1918. We 
think of the lighter form which 
not too often produces complica- 
tions such as pneumonia. A Rus- 
sian physician, Dr. Khotsianov, has 
studied influenza in industry for 
14 years on more than 9 million 
workers, 

He came to the conclusion that 
besides weather and season two 
points are all important for the 
transmission of influenza in fac- 
tories: overcrowding and lack of 
ventilation of factories in winter. 


The low frequency of influenza in - 


the metal industry, in his opinion, 
is more likely due to absence of 
overcrowding than to protective 
effects of radiation by arc welding, 
etc., or to continuous inhalation 
of small amounts of Chemicals such 
as chlorine and phenol. 

It may be mentioned in this con- 
nection that workers in vinegar 
factories and war-gas plants sup 
posedly suffer little from both in- 
fluenza and colds. The conclusion 
was drawn that weak acid and gas 
might be -harmful to influenza 
germs and cold infections. 

But influenza is a riddle in many 
respects. There is a low incidence 
of influenza in other industries as 
well in which these particular fac- 
tors do not exist. Khotsianov too 
quotes figures for the influenza 
rate amongst chemical workers in 
whom there is no significant dif- 
ference from that seen in other 
industries. 

PERSONAL PROTECTION 

Influenza starts with fever, head- 
ache, a general feeling of fatigue 
and prostration, cough and char- 
acteristic pains in back and legs 
and various joints, There is no 
sense in going to work with fever. 
Many industrial doctors would like 
to make it standard practice that 
workers and employees with colds 
and beginning influenza should 
stay away from their jobs for three 
or four days—until their infectious 
power has lessened. This is one of 
the most protective measures 
against increase of sickness-absen- 
teeism. During an influenza epi- 
demic. even slight cases of cold 
should be watched carefully. To 
check the progress of a cold, heat 


is helpful—heat applied externally’: 


by taking a. hot bath or shower, 
electric pad or bed rest, and heat 
internally by hot drinks such as 
hot tea or lemonade, with or with- 
out aspirin. Keeping the ‘bowels 
open—freeing the system from the 


infection by taking a laxative or — 


an enema is of assistance in check- 
ing a cold at its onset.

DUCKS IN GOOD SUPPLY’ 

With duck supplies among the 
heaviest in recent years; this is a 
good time to be thinking about 
making duck a principal item ‘on 
your menu. 

“Roasting a duck is much like 
roasting any other bird. The oven 
temperature should be moderately 
dow, 325 degrees F., during cook- 
ing. A shallow pan should be used 
—without cover or water. The 
cooking time. required is usually 
30 minutes per pound. No basting 
is required.

PACKAGED TOMATOES 

A recent study provides a timely 
warning to housewives to be care- 
ful when they buy packaged toma- 
toes. 

In examining 423 leacikinges of 
tomatoes, it was found that 13; 
per cent were decayed, moldy, or 
immature. In addition, there were 
others which were bruised or had 
Other defects, and about five per 
cent needed to be ripened more 
before they could be eaten. Some 
were actually so green that they 
would never ripen enough for 
table use. 

The study provided another in- 
teresting finding which should be 
‘helpful to consumers. It was found 
that, in terms of price per pound, 
_ & package containing five tomatoes 

provided more value than those 
‘which. had only three or’ four to- 
“matoes.

GALOSHES AND RUBBER BOOTS 
With rainy days beginning and 
dots of wet weather to be expected 
- during coming months, many fami- 
dies are thinking about galoshes or. 
‘rubber boots. 

These can be pentvely expen- 
sive items, so you should choose 
the right footgear and give it 
_ proper care. Women, particularly, 
should be careful in choosing ga- 
doshes. A smal shoe heel can cut 
dnto the rubber ‘or. plastic. of. the 
heel if it is too wide, and a wide 
shoe heel can crush the heel of 
the galoshes if they are too small 
an this respect. It’ may be -worth- 
while to investigate the various 
“typés of boots now made for wom- 
en that are designed for use with 
any type of heel. 

Heat, oil and grease can do a 
_ lot of damage to galoshes or boots. 
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Never keep them near a radiator 
or in any hot place. If you get 
grease or oil on them, wash them 
promptly with a cloth dipped in 
water containing a mild detergent. 

Galoshes or boots can take quite 
a beating from just “knocking 
around” on the floor of closets. It’s 
well to keep them on shelves or 
racks in a cool closet near the out- 
side door, or in a utility room. If 
you come hdme with muddy ga- 
loshes or boots, wash them right 
away with cold water and set them 
to dry on the rack or shelf. If 
necessary, brush or wipe the insidé 
to keep them from soiling your 
shoes. : 

Remember, you can save much 
wear and tear on galoshes or boots 
by putting ‘them on carefully in- 
stead of jerking them on in a 


hurry.

If you find that lime deposits 
are forming on the bottom of your 
water bottles and pitchers, you can 
remove them by putting tea leaves 
at the bottom and covering with 
vinegar.

Apply it with an eye- 
dropper and then sponge it from 
the outer edge of the stain to the 
center.

TIME RESERVED 

While all details for the 1953 
schedule of broadcasts have not 
yet been worked out and contracts 
still have to be signed, the Public 
Relations Committee of the AFL 
Executive Council has notified the | 
Mutual Broadcasting System to re- 
serve time for the Edwards series 
next year. 

In the past three years, the | 
has purchased time on a large Mu- | 
tual network Monday, Wednes 
and Friday nights, and on a small- 
er network on Tuesday and Thurs- | 
day nights for the Frank Edwards | 
program. Next year an effort will 
be made to switch the larger net- 
work to Monday, Tuesday . and | 
Thursday nights, so as not to con- 
flict with the big fight broadg¢asts 
on Wednesday and Friday nights. 


As in the past, the Edwards 
broadcasts will originate in Wash- 
ington, D.C., at 10 p.m. Eastern 
Standard Time. However, he is 
heard .at other times in some 
areas, including the Pacific Coast, 
so it is advisable to consult your 
local newspaper for the exact time 
to tune in.

GIANT NEW. UNIT 
GOES IN SERVICE 
AT MOSS LANDING 


The network of electric lines 
supplying power to northern’ and 
central California farms, factories 
and homes got a 117,500 kilowatt 
joit of new. energy in mid- 
November. 

The source was a massive gen- 
erating unit which went into serv- 
ice for the first time at Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co.’s $80-milliom Moss 
Landing Steam Plant on Monterey 
Bay.*A second new unit of equal 
size, the plant’s fifth and last, is 
scheduled for completion in De- 
cember, according to announce- 
ment by Norman R. -Sutherland, 
PG&E vice-president and general 
manager. 

Construction of the mammoth 
plant has been in progress con- 
tinuously since ground was broken 
in September 1948. Power from 
the first unit to be completed went 
on the transmission lines in April 
1950. Work on the last two- units 
| now being completed began in the 
| fall of 1950. 

When all five generating units 
are in service the Moss Landing 
instalation will reach its designed 
| capacity of 575,000 kilowatts, mak- 
ing it the biggest steam-electric 
| Plant west of the Mississippi River. 
| This one plant, Sutherland said, 
could supply all the electric power 
demand: of San Francisco, with its 
| 790,000 population, and still have 
; capacity to spare. Actually, . the 
;power is fed-into the PG&E net- 
| work to help serve customers 
|everywhere throughout the com- 
| pany’s interconnected system. 

People are continuing to plug 
new machines and appliances into 
| this network at a rate that has 
kept the demand for power spiral- 
ing upward ever since.World War 
II. During the first eight..months 
of 1952, in home appliances. alone, - 
they bought and plugged in 79,000 
TV sets, 52,000 radios, 59,000. wash- 
ing machines, 55,000 refrigerators, 
20,000 freezers, 12,000 electric 
ranges, and other thousands of 
smaller applianges. 

Before the rising demand for 
electricity catches up with. the 
new supply at Moss... Landing, 
PG&E will have increased its ca- 
pacity still further. Moss Landing 
will be “biggest in the-West” only 
until next spring, when two more 
generating units being added to 
the original three at Contra Costa 
Steam Plant near Antioch are due 
for service. 

Even these two 575,000 kilowatt 
twin plants will yield place, how- 
ever, to the 600,000 kilowatt Pitts- 
burg Steam Plant, now under con- 
struction. The first two of its four 
generators are scheduled for serv- 


ice late in 1953, and the next two- 


early in 1954, 

“We shall continue to build new 
power capacity ahead. of. demand, 
as we have in the past,” Suther- 
land said. “Our achievement. in 
successfully meeting the needs. of 
northern and central California 
throughout the recent years of 
unparalleled growth is a clear 
demonstration of the ability of pri- 
vate enterprise to fulfill its public 
responsibility. We already are en- 
gaged in additional construction 
projected to 1955, and our plans 
look still farther ahead.” —
